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PREFACE 


These  statistics  were  compiled  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  having  concrete  information  available  in  a 
simple  form;  the  census  division  being  used  as  a  def¬ 
inite  unit  when  comparing  values  within  various  districts 
throughout  the  province. 

In  the  past  some  statistics  were  shown  by 
census  divisions,  others  were  shown  by  districts  and 
some  by  the  total  for  the  province.. 

Some  statistics  are  not  yet  available  by 
census  divisions,  but  it  is  our  hope  that  we  can  arrange 
for  all  future  statistics  to  be  compiled  by  census 
divisions,  in  order  that  we  shall  be  In  a  better 
position  to  make  a  clear  analysis  of  the  situation, 
when  future  development  programmes  are  being  considered.
